General  Washington,  appeared  at  the 
door.

After  dinner  the  entire  company  re- 
tired to  the  parlor  where  a  formal  re- 
ception was  held.

After  the  re- 
ception the  company  marched  in  a 
body  to  the  dining  room  where,  the 
tables  and  chairs  having  ben  removed, 
they  danced  the  stately  minuet  to  the 
music  furnished  by  a  mandolin  club. 

Every  body  was  happy  and  one 
could  almost  imagine  one's  self  at 
Mount  Vernon  attending  a  reception 
given  by  General  Washington.  It  was 
one  of  the  most  pleasant  social  events 
of  the  season  and  only  o  e  of  the  many 
the  Normal  tenders  to  its  students.

The  stage  had  been  beautifully 
decorated  and  the  play  afforded  oppor- 
tunity for  pretty  stage  effects,  tableaux, 
and  sweet  songs.

the  buds  of  hope  and  the  blossoms  of 
love  and  happiness. 

Mrs.  Chambers  was  our  youngest, 
and,  might  we  not  add, our  fairest  and 
sweetest  member.  We  have  known 
her  only  to  love  her.  Her  brief  so- 
journ among  us  was  just  enough  to 
afford  glimpses  of  modest  virtues  and 
lovely  traits  of  mind  and  heart,  of 
which  her  girlish  beauty  and  inno- 
cence were  a  fitting  expression. 

Her  light  has  gone  out  like  the 
sudden  eclipse  of  a  star  in  our  constel- 
lation, and  to  her  husband  and  friends, 
doubtless,  like  the  quenching  of  the 
warmth  and  radiance  of  their  hearth- 
stone, leaving  all  dark  and  cold,  and 
desolate  within. 

We  extend  to  this  sorely  bereaved 
husband,  our  fellow  member,  the 
heart-felt  condolence  of  our  all-too- 
poor  sympathy;  and  venture  to  remind 
him  of  another  meeting  where  there 
will  be  no  parting;  when  "God  shall 
wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes; 
and  there  shall  be  no  more  death, 
neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither 
shall  there  be  any  more  pain;  for  the 
former  things  have  passed  away."

Miss  Hershberger  had  been  a 
student  at  Normal  for  two  years,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Senior  class.

Dear  Dr.  Alli-on:  -With  great  sorrow  and  with  the 
feeling  that  we  and  the  cause  have  met  with  a  great 
loss.  I  w.ile  to  tell  the  readers  of  the  Banner  of  the 
death  of  Miss  H  K  Dain,  who  siuce  iSqo  his  been 
one  of  our  missionary  teachers  in  Scotia  Seminary, 
I  know  lhat  in  the  minds  of  many  the  missionary 
among  the  Freedmen  is  more  a  name  thau  a  reality, 
and  yet  I  suspect  that  there  are  a  good  many  in 
Western  Pennsylvania  who  have  listened  to  Miss 
Daiue's  earnest  words,  as  she  plead  our  cause  before 
the  Societies*  who  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say 
thai  she  was  as  truly  a  missionary  here  as  she  could 
have  been  anywhere.  Her  work  during  vacation  iu 
1  he  North  was  just  like  herself.  She  worked  because 
she  ivas  absorbed  in  the  cause,  aud  was  determined 
to  make  it  go.  Though  lacking  iu  physical  strength 
aud  often  actually  suffering,  she  gave  herself  to  her 
work  during  these  nearly  six  years  with  a  devotion 
.old  efficieuty  which  have  made  her  service  invahi. 
able  to  us  She  was  a  genuine  teacher,  with  marked 
ability  for  orgau/.atiou    instruction  aud    discipline. 


She  fitted  most  beautifully  into  her  place  in  the  fac- 
ulty. She  always  enforced  the  rules,  maintained 
order,  and  yet  the  students  were  devotedly  attached 
to  her  Forgetful,  almost  careless  of  self,  she  work, 
ed  on  aud  on,  until  at  last  the  body,  two  weak  to 
sustain  the  load  imposed  by  the  heart  aud  the  will, 
broke  down. 

Her  illness  began  Jan.  22d.  At  first  it  was  not  con- 
sidered serious,  but  in  a  few  days  there  were  indi- 
cations of  compression  of  the  brain  from  which  time 
she  sank  rapidly,  aud  on  Feb.  5th  she  passed  away. 
The  remains  were  taken  back  to  her  old  home  in  Al- 
legheny by  her  brother,  R  M  Dain,  who  was  able 
to  reach  her  bedside  a  few  hours  before  she  died. 
Her  work  ou  this  field  was  not  very  long  continued, 
but  it  has  made  a  lasting  impression  ou  many  char- 
acters and  her  pupils  will  cherish  her  memory  most 
tenderly.  She  had  taken  a  special  interest  in  the 
Seminary  library,  which  had  been  placed  iu  her  care. 
She  had  been  successful  to  some  extent  in  securing 
the  means  with  which  to  purchase  new  books,  and 
was  very  anxious  to  fill  it  up  with  the  best  books  for 
-the  use  of  these  girls.  We  all  feel  here  that  Miss 
Dain  richly  deserves  some  substantial  memorial  of 
her  work  in  the  Seminary  It  has  occurred  to  me 
that  nothing  could  be  more  fitliug  than  to  connect  it 
with  the  library.  Are  there  not  some  friends  of  hers 
and  ours  among  the  readers  of  the  Banner  ready  to 
act  on  this  suggestion?

Died  in  the  University  Hospital, 
Philadelphia,  Feb.  ioth.  Miss  Mabel 
I.  Brownlee  '89. 

Miss  Brownlee's  death  was  due  to  a 
disease  known  as  the  Hcdgkins  dis- 
ease, its  first  synitoms  appearing  about 
16  months  before  she  died.  Restric- 
tion in  breathing  followed  later  which 
was  much  relieved  by  the  insertion  of 
a  silver  tube  in  her  throat.  Her 
brother  Arthur  was  her  constant  com- 
panion iu  the  hospital  and  all  was 
done  to  hold  her  to  earth  that  love  and 
skill  could  suggest.

There  have  been  three  classes  in 
Junior  methods  during  this  spring  term . 
It  is  thought  that  the  requirement  of 
Methods  in  the  Junior  course  will  be 
of  decided  benefit  as  a  preparaton  for 
Senior  work. 

A  definite  line  of  child  study  has 
been  carried  out,  in  accordance  with 
suggestions  in  the  Child  Study  Month- 
ly. The  work  so  far  has  tested  sight 
and  hearing  and  detected  defects.  Of 
mental  traits,  power  of  attention  and 
quickness  of  perception  have  been 
tested  and  a  course  of  training  has 
been  begun.  In  connection  with  this 
line  of  training,  attention  has  been 
called  to  Miss  Aiken's  "Methods  of 
Mind  Training"  just  published.
